been a very serious matter, and in a war of less- porten—
tous dismensions than that in which we are now en-
gaged, would occupy a prominent place. Tle obj et of
the enemy was to take Kennesaw Mountain, but they
failed, with a loss of twenty-five hundred men at the
very least calculation.

also to protect the railroads leading to Atlanta. There
ig a game of strategy being played, and the command of
the lire of the Chattahoochie is evidently as important
a poiat in that game as the posseseion of Atlanta itself,
gince the one almost certainly involves the otber, and
not the other only, but, if surrendered to SHERNAN, €0-
ables him to menace Athens, the Georgia Road and
the city of Augus'a. The game in Northern Georgia
i3 & duep one—the stake greater and mor2 important
than even Atianta itself, important as taat is.

“ went out.”’  fhe pallant Kentucky boys rushed on
them with a yell apd whoop, capturing about 70 ard
pepperving them nomercifully atevery jump. Too much
praice cannol be bestowed on Col. Watkins and his
glorious 400 for their dogged resistance against the
greally supzrior number pitned ageiost bim. We feel
like complimenticg Col. Uroxton, who is always on
the lovkout for a figit, ou his oppoitanc urrival at the
scene ol action.

Col. Waltkics lost about 50 killed, and perbaps as
many were wounded.

Gideon left 100 dead comrad:e.

The enemy’s wagon trains moviog abaut Battery No. 5,
and othor Batieries in the vitinity, were distiactly visible
yesterda v from several cleveted positiors in the city. It
is thought that he i3 making some alterstions im the vi-
cinity of No. 5.
Yesterday atternoon about 3 o’clock, there was hsavy
caononading on cur ven‘re, aud npon icquiry we ascertaio-
ed that it waas a demosnstration of the enamy, bat for what
object, no one on our side con'd divine.
it is reperted thas the enemy hsve repaired the Norfolk
Reiiroad, and are now opsrating 1t to within Ywo or three
miles of the city. A gestieman from Prince Georgessys
he has heard the lucomotive whistlz, and the trains roar.

Messrs. Editors :—.

Feelirg confident that many of your readers will be
avxious to hesr of the whereabouts of this r¢giment, and
the yart it bas played in this, the most octive campaign
of tbe war, I sball trespass for a chort while upon your
patiecce, promising ncthing interesting, but simply a
plain statement of fac's. With heavy hearts we tarned
our backs on Newbern, when aimost within our grasp,
to take up the march (ss Madame Camp Ramor, al-
ways reliable) said, for Nortbern Virginia. Early on
the moruiog of the 9th of May we left Kinston, aud,
after marching five days and the greater part of the
same number of nights, reached Petersburg. We rest-
ed bere one Lour, when we were drawn up in lice, count-
ed fours, end beaded towards Richmond. The enemy
were in  possession of the turnpike, g0 leaving it we
'arned towarcs Chesterfield O. H. Colquitt's brigade
of infartry, with 4 or 5 pieces of artillery, with the 3rd
N. C. Cavalry, composed Beauregard's escort. If you
recollcet how very much rain was peeded sbout thet
time, you can imegine what a dust & regiment of Cavulry
weuld kick up, and how we fured for those five days,
when at times you could not see your file lkader. Afler
leaving Petershurg we proceeded quictly along until
reaching Chesterfield C. H, where we encountered the
enemy’s Cavairy. Col. Baker immediately charged
them, drove them from the road, and, sapported by a
regiment of iofantry, held them in check, u til Gen.
Beauvregard passed tbrough, and then brought up the
rear, reachicg Drewrs's Bluff just at day on the morp-
icg of 1he 14th, having marcted from Kinston, N. C.
to Rictmond, Va., insix days. Iere we restud our
weary limbs and jaded borses antil the 16th, the Qny
that Uen. Buauregard so handsomely “called u halt,” to
Butler in his “On to Richmond,” and sent him howling
back io Bermuda Huopdieds.. On the 17th our regi-
ment opened ecmmuunication with Potersburg, along the
turopike. We remained herc picketing aud scouting
aoti! the 241b, wheo we were ordercd to join Gordou’s
brigade. On rcaching tte brigade, Col. Baker, as rank-
ing officer, took cominznd, the gallant Gorden having
jal en ut the hend of bis brigade o few cays belore.—
When the smoke of batile clears away ava the “Roll of
Horcor” is made up, high up upon its list in letters
large and glowing, will be written Gorpon. North
Usrolinz way well fe¢l proud of such a worthy son. On
the morning of the 27th, Lt. Col. Wadde!l, command-
ing the regim-u!, rcceived orders to move down to the
Hanover Ferey toad and feel the enemy. He bad not
gouve fur, when be foucd that the encny were movieg
up the read.  Col W. immediately ordered Capt. Me
Clammy to dismount bis squadron and deploy them vs
skirmisters.

Soun the enemy commenced turning the right flank of
our skiimish line. Ju:' al this time orders were given
to tall back, when we retired elowly, & part of the time
exposed to & fice front and 7ear. 'T've enemy confident.
ly expucied to capturs our skirmishors, hut were sudly
disappoioted, Capt. Me' lammy ehanging the lront of
the right cotpuny and driviee the flanking party back.
While engaged in front the Y :pkve cavalry moved to
our left aud endeavered to get in the rear.  Havivg os
cerluined what we dusired, we mounted, and waie aov
ing down the reud 1o form lioe of battle io o more ad
vantageous position. The cnemy miztakiog this for a re-
wrent, sert a divigion of bis cavalry to barruss our rear
